GUMPERS HITS 
LLING BLOWS, 


SENATORS WILL 
BOW 10 BRYAN, 


Federatien President Boldly 
Attacks Socialism. 


HE STANDS FOR THE 
PURE TRADES UNION. 


A LABOR ORGANIZATION PLAIN 
AND SIMPLE, WITHOUT 
FRILIS OR FOLLIES. 


THIS HE SAYS IS THE 
PATH TO PROGRESS. 


The Movement Is Slow, Declares the 
Leader, but It Will Be Found 
That There Is No Short Cut 
to the Millennium. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dee. 17.—A forlorn 
hope was never bolstered up by more 
matchless eloquence than the Socialists 
among the delegates to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor put forth in behalf of the 
principles which they believe offer the true 
relief from grinding industrial conditions 
and the oppression of capital at th'!s morn- 
ing’s session. The Federation is opposed to 


committing itself to the indorsement of any 
political party and has voted in each an- 
nual convention to that ‘ealee t. Democrats 
and Republicans have given up their efforts 
for their theories of government, but the 
Socialista have not. Each year when the 
convention meets they are on hand. 

While the speech-making -was at its 
height this morning, Mr. Gompers took a 
hand and denounced the efforts of the so- 
Cialists to infuse their doctrines into that 
of trades unionism, He said: 

“This question involves the integrity of 
the labor movement of our country. Bithe, 
the trades union movement is right or It 
is wrong. We must either declare for the 
union movement without frills or follies. 
or. make an admission that it is wrong. 

‘By their deeds shall ve know them.’ 
rather than with their honeyed words by 
which they seek to lure us. If they were 
to express themselves in this convention 
as they express themselves putide thev 
know they would not be tolerated for two 
minutes. I propose to cecal] attention to 
the mask and the real face. The very 
men who advocate and ask you to com- 
mit» yourselve*® te this movemevt have. tn} 
the past done ali that man can do to 
disrupt trades unions. One of the parties 
referred to called a convention to form a 
rival to this federation. At that conven- 
tion they displaved on a ‘broad 
emblazoned in letters of red, 
old trades unions and pull for socialism.’ 

“They have besmirched the name of la- 
bor. They have attacked the integrity of 
the men who have tried to better the con- 
dition of labor. They have attacked con- 
servatism and everything that is good for 
our cause. 

“If their propositions were likely to ad- 
vance the interests of labor I would give 
lt my adherence at once, but knowing as I 
do that every attempt at diverting our ef- 
forts has been followed by an era of in- 
ertia and indifference, I cannot subscribe 
for it. 

“Rather than turn our unions into ward 
clubs, we are working on the line that will 
better our interests before the whole coun- 
trv. 

“I know

Great applause followed Mr. Gompers’ 
remarks, and Henry Lloyd of Boston, the 
conservative economist, took the floor. de 
went after socialists without gioves. 

It was the gense of his remarks that if 
the federation tied itself to any ism it 
would be useless for it to ask for legisla- 
tion at the hands of Congress or the 
State Legislatures. The convention ad- 
journed at noon without acting on any of 
the resolutions.

VOTE FOR RATIFICATION. 


THE INFLUENCK WIELDED BY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The advent of 
William J. Bryan and his subsequent plea 
for the ratification of the peace treaty has 
had the effect of bringing about a radical 
change of sentiment among Senators. 

The influence which Mr, Bryan wields is 
phenomenal. Grave and reverend Senators, 
stiffened by the dignity of their office, bow 
In humble submission to the wish of the 
young Democratic leader. 

Bryan's advice to ratify the peace treaty, 
thereby officially closing the war, and then 
to make the fight on the Government policy 
of imperialism, will, it now appears be ad- 
hered to. Senators Vest, Jones of Arkan- 


sas, Gorman and Tillman and others who 
were opposed to the peace treaty, and who 
had quietly announced their intention of 
voting against the treaty, are now under- 
stood to be in favor of following Bryan’a 
advice.

VICTIM DEAD 


Shooting Affray at Carthage 
Has a Fatal Ending. 


HARDWARE MERCHANT 
NOW HELD FORK MURDER. 


REPORT IS THAT THE LETTER 
FOUND BY THE HUSBAND 
LED TO THE KILLING. 


TWO MEN HAD BEEN 
THE BEST OF FRIENDS. 


Their Wives Were Schoolmates, the 
Families Were Neighbors, and 
Only Pleasant Relations 
“Had Existed. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Dec. 17.—W. J. Gil- 
fillan, who was shot yesterday by John D. 
McCrillis. is dead. He expired last night 
and MecCrillis was immediately rearrested 
and is held pending the Coroner’s inquiry. 

McCrillis is said to have found letters 
addressed to his wife bearing the signature 
of Gilfillan, and that, ween accused, she 
made a confession seriously implicating 
Gilfillan. An hour later the tragedy Oc- 
curred at the home of the victim 

After the shooting McCrillis telephoned 
for an officer. He was released on $5000 
bond, but was rearrested when Gilfillan 


ed. 

The Wives of the two men were achool- 
mates, and have been lifelong friends. Vis- 
its were constantly exchanged between the 
families, and Wednesday night they met at 
a card party. Mrs. MeCrillis was_ widely 
known for her Sweet disposition and works 
of charity. She was prominent in all Epis- 
copal Church affairs. Her husband is a 
prominent hardware merchant.

“The total saving effected by the 
was, I think, about $400, or a little more. 
Some of the charges were clearly un- 
reasonable, and the bills were accepted 
under protest. At the same time it is only 
fair to add that the work was done-.on 
the spur of the moment and there was 
no opportunity to secure bids or even make 
contracts. It was hardly to be expected 
that starving and even dying men would 
be left uncared for while members of the 
committe at the Union Station, worn out as 
they were by long watdcing, ran around 
getting bids for urgent supplies. 

As to the charges made by E. S. Hart. at 
that time steward at Jefferson Barracks, 
they came dangerously near being action- 
able. as we were informed he declined to 
allow the committee to,.proceed with feed- 
ing the soldiers until they were paid. Had 
we declined to reimburse those who paid 
them, the loss would have fallen on the 
wrong person. This man Hart charged $25 
a day for his own services, $10 a day for 
cooks, and other items utterly outrageous 
and unreasonable. I am sustained in this 
criticism by  Lieut.-Col. Smith of the 
Twelfth Infantry, who says the charges 
are exorbitant.and that not a dollar ought 
to have been pa'‘d. hen we brought the 
subject before Col. Smith Hart was no long- 
er steward, or he would probably have re- 
ceived such a rebuke as he deserved. 

As regards the general items of the ex- 
penditure, the largest one—for refreshments 
served at Union Station—was strictly rea- 
sonable, especially in view of the fact that 
the supplies were of the very best. The fund 
itself was a flat failure. In seven and a 
half years’ of public work I have been con- 
nected with countless collections, but was 
more unmercifully enubbed and ridiculed 
over thts one than over all the others com- 
bined. I can only assume that some of the 
gentlemen who blamed me for my effort 
knew more about such charges as Hart's 
than I did. I would like to see an appro- 
priate peace jubilee. but the prayers of the 
church are invoked for the man who acts as 
secretary of the collecting committee, That 
man will certainly not be myself.”

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The awful fate of the 
passengers of the French line steamer La 
Bourgogne was vividly brought home to the 
British this week by details which are just 
leaking out regarding the disaster to the 
Clan Drummond, which foundered in the 
Bay of Biscay while on her way to Algoa 
Bay. These details have also served as a 
warning of the danger which has been fre- 
quently pointed out of having a large pro- 
portion of laacars in the crews of British 
vessels. Great reticence is maintained on 
the subject, but it appears that the lascars 
became punic stricken and fought lke 
mons. A survivor relates that several 
Europeans were drowned by being dragged 
down by the ferocious Lascars coolies, who 
lost all disciptine. The Captain of the Clan 
Drummond was be'ng hauled on board the 
rescuing steamer when a number of Las- 
cars grasped the rope and pulled him back, 
With the result that the Captain Was 
drowned, The Malays also crowded into 
the boats, which were swamped and caused 
their occupants to perish.

AMERICAN BARROOM 
IS ONE INNOVATION. 


Business Men Find the American 
Guarantee of Safety Sufficient 
and the Greater Number of 
Them Will Remain. 


HAVANA, Dec. 17.—Havana Is at the half- 
Way stage between the departure of the 
Spaniards and the coming of the Ameri- 
cans. The city looks lonesome. It is not 
desolate, because hopefulness and ‘desola- 
tion don’t go together, and everybody is 
hopeful of the future. Trade is not brisk 
because, except in breadstuffs, there are 
no importations. That will be changed 
as soon as the new tariff goes into effect. 
In the retail districts occupied by the mid- 
dle classes a fair amount of business is 
done. A walk through streets shows more 
activity than there was two months ago. 


This is due to the return of so many Cu- 
ban families. In what would be called the 
shopping district of the city, such as Obis- 
po street, which is the Fifth avenue of 
Havana, nothing is doing” # Nevertheless 
the Spanish shopkeepers are complacent. 
They prefer a period of dullness for a sin- 
gle reason. he families of the Spanish 
officers and officials were good custom- 
ers, but were not good pay. The trades- 
men dreaded their patronage, and sought to 
evade it as much as possible. Neither 
were the Cubans good pay, but credit could 
be refused them without fear of the conse- 
quences. The Americans are coming; they 
are at the same time good customers and 
good pay. So the shopkeeper is content 
with the present dullness in his trade, The 
city feels the departure of so many Spanish 
families in a way. They helped to give it 
life. A few Weeks ago it was almost im- 
possible to rent a house in any respectable 
quarter of the city. Cubans, chiefly pro- 
fessional men, returning from their exile 
in the United States and Europe, had 
leased them. Now, in the suburbs, the 
number of houses which are closed and 
barred gives these places the appearance 
of a deserted town. They have been oc- 
cupied by both military and eivil officials 
who are returning to Spain. 

The deserted appearance will not last 
long. American officers whose duties will 
keep them in Havana for some time, and 
who have been looking in vain for homes, 
will take advantage of the opportunity a6 
will a number of business men from the 
United States, who are likely to change a 
short season into a period of permanent 
residence. Some of the Spanish officers 
are anxious to secure their discharges and 
return to Cuba. They have property which 
they don’t want to sacrifice. It would not 
do to inquire too closely how they be- 
came possessed of it. That was under the 
system by which they all profited. As 
Spain will not have need of a large army 
in the future it is presumed that these of- 
ficers will succeed in peecerng their dis- 
charges. Some of them have Carlist con- 
nections, and this will be an additional 
reason for enabling them to return to 
Cuba. The civilian classes who are going 
back to Spein are taking their property 
with them and are arranging to have it 
converted into cash and forwarded to them, 
They have plucked it to the last feather 
and .all of them return rich. To assume 
otherwise would be to assume that they 
have not taken advantage of their opportu- 
nities. No Gpanish official, whether he 
served under the old regime or the regime 
of autonomy, cares to be placed in that 
category. Whether he was in the custom 
house or in some other branch of the gov- 
ernment service, he would consider it a 
reflection on his ability. 
The effect of the departure of so many 
officers and army camp followers on the 
eafes of Havana was a few weeks ago the 
subject of interesting speculation. it was 
thought most of them would be compelled 
to close for lack of patronage. This will 
happen in some parts of the city where the 
barracks were located. But in the sec- 
tion which is the center of social life, the 
neighborhood of the Parque Central, the 
theaters and clubs, this willl not be so. 
The proprietors have met the new condl- 
tions by leasing their place to “enterpris- 
ing Americans,’ who are converting the 
cafes into bar-rooms, with all the gilded 
attractions which go _with these institu- 
tions in the States. The bar-rooms have 
annexes, in which gambling of all kinds 
can be indulged in after the most ap- 
proved American methods. The annexes 
are, in fact, the main concerns. Their 
mangers expect to do a “rushing busi- 
ness.’ One of the leading backers is un- 
derstood to be the proprietor of the game 
which is patronized 4 wealthy New 
Yorkers who go to Lo 3ranch or Sara- 
toga in summer.

ARMY IS NEEDED. 


EXTENDS ENCOURAGEMENT 
TO BLACKS OF THE SOUTH.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 17.—The Presi- 
dential party arrived in Savannah at l 
o’clock this morning. The Savannah recep- 
tion committee boarded the President's 
train at Guyton, 30 miles out of Savannah. 
D. G. Purse, chairman of the committee, 
presented to President McKinley the good 
wishes of the citizens of Savannah, 

The Presidential party was welcomed by 
a large crowd and driven direct to the re- 
viewing stand under the escort of the Geor- 
gia Hussars. The First division of the Sev- 


enth Army Corps, two regiments of the 
Second Division and about 3000 other en- 
listed men, under the command of Maj.- 
Gen. Keifer, passed before the President. 

The programme for to-day included a trip 
by the Pres:.dential party on the pilot boat 
J. H. Estill down the Savannah river, a re- 
ception and grand banquet at night, when 
the President and members of the Cabinet 
will speak. — 

‘he President delivered two notable 
speeches on his tour of the South yesterday. 
Late in the afternoon he addressed the 
Legislature of Alabama in these terms: 

To the General Assembly and Citizens: The 
warm-hearted welcome which has been given to me 
by the citizens of Alabama has deeply touched me, 
and in return for it I cannot find language to ex- 
press my gratitude and appreciation. To be wel- 
comed here in the city of Montgomery, the first 
capital of the Confederate States, warmly and 
enthusiastically welcomed as the President of a 
common country, has filled and thrilled me with 
emotion. Once the capital of the Confederacy, now 
the capital of a great and glorious State, one of 
the indestructible States of an indestructible 
Union. 

The Governor says he has nothing to take back. 
We have nothing to take back for having kept 
you in the Union; we are glad you did not go out, 
and you are glad you stayed in. 

Alabama, like all the States of the Union, North 
and South, has been loyal to the flag and stead- 
fastly devoted to the American nation and to 
American honor. There never has been in the his- 
tory of the United States such a demonstration of 
patriotism from one end of this country to the 
other as in the year just passing and never has 
American valor been more brilliantly illustrated, 
in the battle line on shore and on the battleship 
at sea, than by the soldiers and sailors of the 
United States. 

Everybody is talking of Hobson, and justly so, 
but I want to thank Mother Hobson in this pres- 
ence. Everybody is talking about Gen. Wheeler, 
one of the bravest of the brave, but speak, I want 
to, of that sweet little daughter who followed him 
to Santiago and ministered to the sick at Montauk. 

I have spoken in many places and at many 
times of the heroism of the American army and 
the American navy, but in our recent conflict the 
whole people were patriots. Two hundred thou- 
sand men were called for and a million rushed to 
get a place in the ranks. And millions more stood 
ready if need be. 

I like the feeling of the American people that 
We ought not to have a large standing army, but 
it has been demonstrated in the last few months 
that we teed the standing army large enough to 
do all the work required while we are at peace 
and only rely on the great body of the people in 
an emergency to =” us fight our battles. 

We love peace. je are not a military nation, 
but whenever the time of peril comes the bulwark 
of this people rests in the patriotism of its citizens 
and this nation will be safe for all times because 
75,000,000 people love it and will give up their 
lives to sustain and uphold it. 

I thank you, my fellow-citizens, for this generous 
warmth and wealth of the welcome Which you 
have given me to-day, and I shall go back to my 
duties at our great capital feeling that we have a 
united country that acknowledges allegiance to but 
one authority and will march forever unitedly 
under one flag, the glorious old Stars and Stripes. 

The audience constantly punctuated the 
President’s remarks with the wildest de- 
monstrations of applause, and especially his 
tributes to Lieut. Hob:on’s mother and 
Gen, Wheeler’s daughter. As soon as he 
had finished, the Governor started to escort 
the President away for a reception at his 
own home, but the audience would not 
have it. They called for Gen. Wheeler, Gen. 
Shafter, Gen, Lawton, Secretaries Alger 
and Long and Postmaster General Smith. 
Gen. Lawton at first refused to speak, then 
amidst great applause he sald: 

“I am not an orator; I am a soldier. 1 
was not a hero; I am a regular; I am one 
of the 16,000 regular soldiers sent to Cuba. 

in behalf of that part of the army I com- 
manded I thank you, people of Alabama.”’ 

In the morning the President spoke at 
the colored Normal school at Tuskeegee, 
presided over by Prof. Booker T. Washing~ 
ton, as follows: 

Teachers and pupils of Tuskegee: To meet you 
under such pleasant auspices and to bave the op- 
portunity of a personal observation of your work 
is indeed most gratifying. The Tuskegee Normal 
and Industrial Institution is ideal in conception 
and has already a large and growing reputation in 
the country, and is not unknown abroad. I con- 
gtatulate all who are connected with this under- 
taking for the good work which it is doing itn the 
education of its students to lead lives of honor and 
usefulness, thus exalting the race for which it 
was established. 

What steady and gratifying advances have been 
made here during the past 15 years a personal 
inspection of the material equipment strikingly 
proves. The fundamental plan of the original un- 
dertaking has been steadily followed; but new fea- 
tures have been added; gaps have been filled in: 
patronage and resources have been largely in- 
creased, until even the legislative department of 
the State of Alabama and finally the Congress of 
the United States recognized the worth of the work 
and of the great opportunities here afforded. From 
one small frame house the institute has grown un- 
til it includes the fine group of dormitories, recita- 
tion rooms, lecture halis and workshops which 
have so surprised and delighted us to-day. A 
thousand students, I am told, are here cared for 
by neariy a hundred teachers, all together form- 
ing, with the preparatory department, a symmetri 
cal echolastic community which has been well 
called a*model for the industrial colored schools 
of the South. Certhin it is that a pupil bent 
on fitting himself or berself for mechanical work 
can here have the widest choice of useful and do- 
mestic occupations. 

Integrity and industry are the best possessions 
which any man can have, and every man can 
have them. Nobody can give them to him or take 
them from him. He cannot acquire them by in- 
heritance; he cannot t&iy them or beg them or bor- 
row them. They belong to the individual, and 
are his unguestioned property. He alone can part 
with them.

THE TESTIMONY, 


DECISION UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Defendant Gave the Court a Statement 
Concerning His Financial Af- 
fairs and Business. 


Testimony in the Yerger divorce sult was 
concluded at noon Saturday, Judge Spen- 
cer announced that he would take the case 
under advisement. 

The hearing of evidence was resumed at 
20 o'clock, with Mrs. Jackson, mother of 
the plaintiff, on the stand to rebut the evi- 
fence of the defense, alleging that her

Following Mrs. Jackson's testimony the 
defense stated that the testimony of Mrs. 
M. EF, Yerger, a sister-in-law of the de- 

, was important and that Mrs. Yer- 
ger had decline 4 to obey the summons !s- 
sued, e defense asked that an attach- 
ment be tssued for Mrs. Yerger. 

Judge Spencer said he did not iike to 
order the arrest of a woman, and inquired 
closely about the character of the testi- 
mony Mrs. Yerger was sahected to give. 
The Judee then ordered the attachment, 
but stated that in the event of Mrs, Yer- 
gers testimony proving irrelevant, the 
cost of the attachment would be charged 
to the defense regardless of the decision 
in the divorce suit. 

L. B. Jackson, the plaintiff's father, tes- 
tified that on the occasion of Yerger’s visit 
to his house to see Mrs. Yerger, in April 
last, he used bad language!to Yerger and 
accused him of divers and sundry unms inly 
acts. “I spoke my feelings in the matter, 
said the witness. ‘“‘Yerger’s statement that 
my house was guarded against him at that 
time is incorrect. Later I felt it incumbent 
upon me to protect my daughter from this 
visits, owing to the precarious state of her 
health. In June I arranged for policemen 
to keep a watch on the house for that 
purpose.” 

Mrs. M FE. Yerger entered the courtroom 
while Mr. Jackson wes testifyin having 

peared of her own accord, @ Was 
placed on the stand by the defense. The 
purpose of her testimony was to show that 
she had been importuned by Mrs, Jackson 
to make a deposition to the effect that 
Yerger wae a drunkard. She stated that 
she had been asked by Mrs. Jackson to tes- 
tify something to that effect and had de- 
clined, on the ground that she was in sym- 
pathy with both parties. 

Attorney Dickson brought out the state- 
ment from witness that she had seen the 
defendant intoxicated on one occasion, Her 
eonclusion was that one drunk did @not 
make a drunkard.

FREED THROUGH EFFORTS 
OF THE POST-DISPATCH. 


THE BOY WHO STOLE COAL. 


It Was Only 20 Cents Worth, but He 


Not Being Rich Nor an Actress 
Was Prosecuted and Convicted. 


The jail doors opened Saturday morning 
and a little negro boy glided through to 
freedom; saved, just as he was about to 
begin a six-year term in prison for pick- 


ing up 20 cents worth of coaT to save de- 
pendent ones from freezing. 

Richard Singleton is a poor little black 
child, untutored and uninteresting, but hu- 
man; with a heart in him that Delies the 
Dlackness of his skin. 

His account with the law—the mighty 
law which seems to have one set of scales 


for the rich and another for the poor—has 
been settled. 

The Post-Dispatch brought about the set- 
tlement. 

The child was rescued by an uprtsing of 
men and women, little boys and little girls 
who read in the Post-Dispatch the sad 
story of how the Singleton boy picked up 
a few sceattering lumps of coal that had 
fallen from the overloaded cars of a great 
corporation, he was dragged into court and 
fined $25, with the alternative of @ 6-year 
term in the House of Refuge. 

At the same time, in a paralle] column 
the Post-Dispatch, they read of Cath- 
erine Campbell, the diamond-bedecked, 
elilk-rowned actress who persistently stole 
silverware and other articles, and who was 


released without trial because men of in- 
fluence demanded her release, 
The contrest was striking. Contribu- 


tions were sent by mali, and citizens called 
at the Post-Tispetch office to declare thelr 
contempt for law that discriminates be- 
tween the rich and the poor. They all 
wanted to help pay the fine of Richard 
Singleton. One little girl said she would 
gladly forfeit her Christmas to save the 
poor black boy. 
Through the Post-Dispatch the fine and 
costs were paid Saturday morning—$38.45 for 
0 cents’ worth of coal—and that is why the 
all doors opened to free the imprisoned 


oy. 
Five hours longer and he would have 


entered upon his long sentence in the 
House of Refuge. 
Richard's aunt, Mrs. Amanda Sumter, 


was unable to go to the jail to receive him 
upon his release. Her husband, John S5um- 
was 


fer, an old fashioned Southern negro, 1 
there. He waited patiently before the 
reat iron door. When at last it swung 


oven, and a siim little negro boy elid out, 
the old man’s eyes lighted up and he 
grasped the boy’® hands with all the fer- 
vor of a fathér welcoming a son. The boy 
Was overcome with emotion and could only 


‘ejaculate: 


“I'm so giad, Uncle, so giad!”’ 

The two left the grim Four Courts builld- 
ing together. Before he went, Old John 
Sumter sought the Post-Dispatch reporter, 
and said: 

“I want you to eay to all the good peo- 
ple who helped to get Richard out of his 
trouble that my wife and I will never get 
through thanking them, and Richard will 
be gratefu] all the days of his life. 

“I’m a thousand times obliged, boss,”’ 
Was all Richard could say, but he spoke 
with a ring of meaning in his voice. 

No sleek gentlemen with influence and 
diamonds were there to escort the child 
away in «a carriage, as they did Catherine 
Campbell, the actress, but he was none 
the less happy as he walked out of the 

rimy old Four Courts hand in hand with 

is black uncle. 

Friends from somewhere—the lad could 
hardly understand it—had paid the 38.45 de- 
mmanded for the ® cents worth of coal, 
and he was fairly dazed with joy. 

Out on Morgan street in the squalid 
third-story room where live the Sumters 
and where BW cents worth of coal would 
be as manna from above on any winter 
day, there was another joyful scene con- 
Fequent upon the appearance of the lib- 
erated boy. Half-starved, shivering neigh- 
bors gathered about him and in their sim- 
Die way conveyed to him sympathy and 
congratulation 

Hiow the Ympoverished Sumter family 
will find food and fuel for the balance of 
the winter may be a question, but it is not 
belleved that Richard Singleton will again 
Tesort to theft, for the week he has spent 
in jail and the narrow escape he had from 
a long sentence, has doubtless taught him 
that there is a law by which the poor are 
punished when they steal, even though thev 

ick up but 20 cents worth of coal: dropped 

rom the cars of a rich corporation. 


The $25 fine and the alternative prison sen- 
tence of six years was imposed upon Rich- 
ard Singleton by Judge Willis Clark of the 
Court of Crimina] Correction, The prosecu- 
tion was urged by the Missouri-Edison 
Electric Light Company, the corporation 
that suffered the loss of the 20 cents worth 
of coal. Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson issued the warrant that brought

Women who are educated in medicine 
would be the first to laugh at such state- 
ments. It's only the woman of the adver- 
tisements, the “woman” for revenue only,

But this side issue has led us somewhat 
afield from Dr. Pierce and his great host 
of women correspondents.

Doubtless there are other reasons why 
multitudes of women consult Dr. Pierce 
by letter and as not the least among 
such reasons women would set down the 
friendly, even fatherly advice which the 
age and experience of Dr. Pierce enable 
him to give as supplemental to the ad- 
vice and instructions of the physician.

And sometimes, because it is impossible 
for these advertisers to lay claim to the 
title of physician, they raise a clamor of 
“write to. a woman.” ‘“‘Woman under- 
stands woman,” hoping doubtless by this 
artifice to draw away attention from the 
fact that they do not and cannot offer the 
advice of a qualified physician. But wom- 
en are quick to see that a woman unless 
educated in medicine and qualified to 
practice, can give no advice-upon dis- 
ease that would not Be liable to be as 
dangerous as the disease itself. For there 
is no place where ignorance is so dan- 
gerous as when it undertakes to meddle 
with a woman's health. 


That class of- advertisers who raise 
the cry of “write to a woman” are get- 
ting to be known as “bearded women” 
because the ‘‘woman in the case” is a 
mere figure head, a stalking horse to 
shelter the man who preys on woman's 
confidence. An example of the peculiarly 
preposterous claims made by these peo- 
ple is found in the claim that a “man 
can’t understand a woman—just because 
he is a man.” The only way in which 
this can be interpreted as true is by ac- 
cepting the statement in its bare literal- 
tiess as of man and woman. But it is to 
be noticed that there is a vast difference 
when you qualify the terms man and 
woman by the term physician. How easy 
it would be for such advertisers to say, 


“write to a woman physician bécause a 
man physician cannot understan wom.- 
an, just because he is a man.” . How easy 


it would be to do this if the “woman

of consultation by letter with Dr. Pierce 
absolutely without fee or charge of any 
kind.
